The test tags attached to 
shipments of seed show the re- 
sults of the purity and, germi- 
nation tests of a composite 
sample of the lot of seed from 
which shipment is made. This 
sample is obtained by taking 
small quantities of seed from 
different portions of the lot. 
These are mixed thoroughly so 
as to make the composite 
sample as representative as 
possible of the entire lot of 
seed. A portion of this sample 
is taken to make the purity 
and germination test. »That is 
the general method of testing 
seed and is followed by our- 
selves. In most cases the 
1 is our own but oc- 
casionally we use the analysis 
furnished by the party selling 
us the seed. :It is our aim 
to attach such test tags to all 
shipments made. Sometimes a 
tag will be missed or lost from 
the shipment but in such case 
a test tag may be had upon 
request. Individual bags may 
vary from the lot test.

The information given above explains the advan- 
tage of mixed seedings. The Alfalfa and Brome 
combination suggested on the opposite page is very 


good for pasture. If you want it more for hay you 


can use more Alfalfa seed. Hay cuttings should be 
made when the Alfalfa is ready or when about 1/10 
to 1/4 in bloom: On more highly acid soils Red 
Clover seed may be used in place of Alfalfa; 10 Ibs. 
of Brome and 5 of Red is good. Or you can use part 
Red and part Alfalfa. Brome and Sweet Clover are 
a great combination for acid soil, 7 lbs. of Sweet 
and 10 of Brome are good; 2 lbs. of Ladino Clover 
and 10 to 12 lbs. of Brome are being used.

Lettuce Culture 


Plant as soon as ground can be worked, light 
frosts do not harm this crop. Some gardeners have 
good success with lettuce seeded in the late fall just 
before the ground freezes. Sow .seed sparingly, 
usually lettuce is seeded too heavy. In leaf varie- 
ties plants should be thinned to 4 or 5inches. Head- 
ing varieties should be 1 foot apart. Rows should 
be 12 to 24 inches apart. This is a cool weather 
plant and will grow best in the early spring or fall. 
Start heading varieties in’ a coldframe or hotbed 
and set out as early as possible. A packet of seed 
will plant 50 feet or more.
